and still be very indifferently equip¬ 
ped. The lengthened course will 
mean a more complete equipment. In 
addition to more detailed courses in 
the various subjects to be taught 
there will be greater opportunity for 
demonstration by fhe Normal and 
Practice Staffs, as well as for more 
practice teaching on the part of the 
teachers in training. The longer 
course will cost more money. This 
will mean that young men and wo¬ 
men will go into the work of teach¬ 
ing sgfiously and with the idea of de¬ 
voting several years to this type of 
service. The larger period of grain¬ 
ing cannot but result In better teach¬ 
ers and a more stable profession. 

There are two Normal Schools in 
Alberta—one at Camrose and the ot¬ 
her at Oalgary. Both have good 
buildings and - are well staffed. The 
courses offered are broadly cultural 
as well as vocational, and are well 
worth while aside altogether from 
the certificates to whicn tey lead. It 
is estimated that the additional four 
months wilt increase the cost about 
one-half, that is that the -total ex¬ 
pense, exclusive of clothing, will run 
from $376. to$450.

The following are the word# of a 
man who runs a “lobster palace” ad- 
jecent to Broadway, controls the 
food and drink privileges of two roof 
shows and operates a hotel by the 
sea: • 

“There can not be a reasonable 
doubt that the ordinary oafe of pre¬ 
prohibition days is done. There is a 
possibility that some substitute stim¬ 
ulus'for liquor will be found, but 1 
doubt it. We are seeking that now. 
But; generally speaking, it was and is 
the stimulative effect of liquor that 
made the cabaret and the dance at¬ 
tractive. Not th^t sober persons do 
not dance, but the difference between 
those who do and those who don’t 
means financial ruin to the average 
Broadway cafe with an overhead ex¬ 
pense equal, or nearly so, to that pre¬ 
vious to July 1. 4t costs as much to 
serve lemonade as it does to serve a 
highball. The difference is that 
while a highball calls for several 
drinks, one lemonade is usually 
enough. 

“Our hotel is hit hard, but an even 
better example perhaps is that of the' 
— Hotel near Times Square. The 
bttr, which includes the service-bar 
catering to the several drinking 
rooms and roof garden of this hotel, 
did an average business previous to 
July 1 of $3,200 a day. The net pro¬ 
fit on this business in the course of a 
year averaged $600,000. The same 
bar now does between $200 and $260 
worth of business daily. The profit 
per dollar Is less. It means that the 
manager of this hotel, if its normal 
earnings are to be maintained, must 
find some way to make his eight hun. 
dred rooms account for approximate¬ 
ly a $600,000 deficit. The remedy 
nearest at hand is a raise of fodd- 
and room-rates. But the public will 
have to be educated to that, and the 
great majority of the traveling pub¬ 
lic believes it is paying enough now.” 


“Your timely article on Base Ball

Following your 
suggestion, the first aim of the or¬ 
ganization is to encourage home tal¬ 
ent which we admittedly have and to 
assure them they can get- anything 
they need through the village council: 
You will notice that I say encourage 
not augment, for augmentation

players, and many would prefer to 
see our boys go up against a better 
home team, as we found in Narnton, 
and even if defeated, create the up¬ 
lifting of the town spirit for good, 
(even if not victorious) clean sport, 
just because they are our boys. You 
• have begun a good work along these 
lines. Keep it up. I am sure many 
of our amateurs would rather face 
the pitcher or the puck than face the 
writing 6f a letter to your paper, but 
they have their place. We old timers 
can 'only crank the automobile but it 
takes someone to do this in ordei 
that the machine may be started. 
We hear a lot about Community 
Spirit at our Chaubauquas but. we 
will never attain the results aimed at 
if we ‘let George do it’.

U. S. RAILROADERS DEMANDS 


Two million railroad workers, 
backed by the other millions of the 
American Federation of Labor, serve 
notice on Congress a’nd on the coun¬ 
try that they “are in no mood to 
brook the return” of the railroads to 
private control, and propose a plan of 
government ownership whereby rail¬ 
road employees will share both in 
profits and operation. The railroad 
Brotherhood’s plan would eliminate 
private capital from the railroad 
business, and its sponsors say “it 
marks the step by which organized 
labor passes from demands for wage 
increases to demands that the system 
of profits in industry be overhauled”. 

The chelf provisions of the Plumb 
plan as presented in the bill Intro- 
duced In the House by Congressman 
Sims (Dem., Tenn.), are these: 

1. Purchase by the Government of 
all the railroad systems on valua¬ 
tions determined finally by the 
courts. 

2. Operation by a directorate of 
fifteen, five to be chosen by the Pre¬ 
sident, to represent the public, five 
to be elected by the operating offi¬ 
cials and five by the classified em¬ 
ployees. 

3. Equal division of surplus, after 
paying fixed charges and operating 
costs between the public and the em¬ 
ployees. 

4. Automatic reduction of rates 
when the employees’ share of the sur¬ 
plus is more than 5 per ceiit. of the 
gross operating revenue. 

5. Regional operation of the lines 
as a unified system.
